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INTRODUCTION 


€\ WING to the constantly increasing interest in Shorthorns of dual capacity and the fact that we 
+ 





find it next to impossible to answer fully the many inquiries concerning our herd, we have found 
it expedient to issue a herd catalog in place of our semi-annual bull catalog, thereby conveying 
to all a better general idea of the progress we are making in the way of producing cattle that are 
genuinely dual purpose. 


There is no longer necessity of our calling attention to the fact that Dairy Shorthorns are the 
cattle best adapted to the needs of the average farmer, same now being conceded by even the most 
sanguine exponents of the special purpose breeds. 


The illustrations contained herein are taken from life and we have used the tabulated pedigree 
form to show more clearly the milking inheritance of the animals and the fact that the majority of our 
high record cows owe their producing ability to this inheritance. Every animal in the herd, num- 
bering some two hundred and fifty head, is recorded or eligible in the American Shorthorn Herd 
Book and purchasers receive the usual extended pedigree certificates, together with tabulated forms 
where desired. 

None of the animals whose pedigrees appear herein are being advertised for sale. The bulls are 
all in service and the cows, together with many more whose pedigrees are either identical or very 
similar, comprise our breeding herd, which is the largest and the best in this country and has pro- 
duced more high record animals than all other herds of long pedigree Shorthorns in the world com- 
bined. List of records above 8,000 pounds, made by Glenside cows, will be found on page 86. 


After studying the pedigrees of the herd sires and breeding matrons, it should be quite apparent 
that their progeny may be depended on to improve the milking qualities of the majority of both pure 
bred and grade herds and the production of bulls of this character, coupled with desirable Shorthorn 
conformation, has been the object of our efforts in the breeding of Shorthorns for the past twenty-three 
years. 

Our herd has won the great majority of prizes offered for Dairy Shorthorns at the leading fairs 
and Internationals ever since classes have been made for them and we have also come out victorious in 
several butter-fat tests in competition with the Dairy breeds.

Granville Center, Pa., or Willoughby, Ohio, where our herds are maintained. 


LOCATION. 


Granville Center, Pa. is a Post Office address only. Our railroad station there is Cowley, on the 
Northern Central branch of the Pennsylvania lines running from Williamsport to Elmira and points 
north—thirty-five miles south of latter. Good connections may be made at Elmira on both the Erie 
and Lackawanna Railroads for points east and west, also at Harrisburg and Williamsport on Pennsyi- 
vania lines. 

Willoughby is on the main line of the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern (New York Central Lines) 
between Chicago and New York, twenty miles east of Cleveland with several trains daily; also on the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis (Nickle Plate) road Chicago to Buffalo; all trains stopping to dis- 
charge passengers from a distance. We have half hourly trolley service with Cleveland and hourly with 
Painesville and Ashtabula.

The acquisition of Royal Darlington as one of the chief Glenside sires is a matter of considerable 
importance not only to ourselves, but we believe to everyone interested in Dairy Shorthorns. 

During the past several years it has not seemed possible for us to secure, in this country, a bull 
outside of our own lines of breeding, with a sufficiently strong milking inheritance to warrant his use 
in our effort to build up a continuously heavy milking herd. 

The numerous attempts of breeders to keep up the milking qualities of their herds with bulls of un- 
known ancestral qualifications—along producing lines—has so regularly resulted in failure, we have not 
dared to pursue a similar course, but with the importation of one bull and two cows in 1901 have man- 
aged to breed our own herd sires. 

In England a number of Shorthorn breeders have been building for the future for a number of years, 
keeping records and with this aid constantly improving the natural milking tendency. 

Our Mr. May visited the leading herds in England in April this year with the object in view of pur- 
chasing the best Dairy Shorthorn bull obtainable and we are satisfied that in Royal Darlington we have 
such an animal. 

In Mr. May’s judgment, this bull’s dam, Darlington Cranford ioth, is the best representation of an 
ideal “double decker” he saw in England, and a glance at his pedigree shows that if there is anything in 
breeding, he may be depended upon to produce cattle of the right sort. 

We shall use him on a number of our best cows and feel justified in predicting that the results of 
this mating will prove an important epoch in the advancement of the Dairy Shorthorn cause.
